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It will be seen from the foregoing tables that of the vast quantity 
of 275,435 barrels of the crops of 1880, 1881, and 1882 whisky exported in 
the years 1881, 1885, and 1886, there now remain abroad but 6,803 barrels, 
this stock embracing not alone the product of Kentucky, but also that 
of Pennsylvania, Maryland, and West Virginia, stored abroad. 

These tables further show there is a steady large consumptive de- 
mand for these aged whiskies, as evidenced by the reduction of stocks

The trade is familiar with the facts of exportation, the heavy move 
merit In this direction in 1884, 1885, and 188G, and the cause thereof, the 
great crops of 1880-81 and 1881-82. 

Experience has shown there are certain climates unlit for the proper

We publish views herein of tbe Hamburg and Bremen warehouses 
controlled by the Louisville Public Warehouse Company, which, it will 
be seen, are eminently fit and equal to any thing of the same kind in 
our country ; and the trade is further assured that the many years of 
experience has taught these foreign warehousemen every requisite of 
the business, and has also developed cheaper and at the same time 
better means of carrying on all the details of the business, both in 
transportation, handling and storage. Members of the t :ade who were 
abroad during the past summer, and who had occasion to inspect these 
warehouses, unanimously award them the highest praise and recom- 
mendation. The greater part of the exports of the crop of 1885-86 are 
stored in these houses, and are now returning to this country in the 
best condition. 

The class of storage being found satisfactory and equal to the same 
storage in this country, the question of exporting naturally resolves 
itself merely into a question of economy or finances, and in this direc- 
tion the following tables may be found of interest, and are calculated 
to show the entire round-trip expense should the whisky not be sold 
abroad as expected.

It will be seen that the greatest advantage is in the California ship- 
ment and the least in those to the Central States, which latter are, of 
course, at the entire expense of the home transportation both by ocean 
and rail in exporting, against very slight transportation expense in. the 
tax-paying and home-stored goods. 

Exportation has also the further and continued advantage of a sav- 
ing of the tax and the interest on the same, on the further outage each 
year the goods remain abroad additional to the first year calculated 
above, against a corresponding disadvantage in this same regard in the 
home stored goods. Exported whiskies have the still further advantage 
of a three years bonded period in the custom warehouse on the return 
of the whisky to this country and a consequent saving of interest on the 
tax for that period. Duty is now collected on imported liquors on the 
regange made on arrival in this country, but it is hoped the further 
advantage will soon be had of a regauge and assessment of duty on with- 
drawal. This question is involved in the suit of the Louisville Public 
Warehouse Company versus the Collector of Customs at Louisville, 
which case has recently been heard and submitted in the United States 
Court, and will soon be decided. 

The McKinley Bill provides that where duty is assessed by weight 
the assessment is to be made on withdrawal, and the point to be adjud- 
icated is whether weighing is part of the process of ganging. It is the 
general opinion of the trade that our point is well taken and that we 
have a good case. The ten-per-cent penalty for the second and third 
years of the Customs Bonded Period has been removed. 

It is suggested to parties intending exporting to require through all- 
rail transportation to the seaboard, ocean transportation by regular 
steamers, and a rate quoted by the Export Companies to include every 
thing complete into the foreign warehouses. The cheaper part rail and 
water lines to the seaboard have been found unsatisfactory as involving 
much extra handling detrimental both to the cooperage and contents; 
besides other risks, "tramp" steamers are dangerous owing to their 
irregularity, uncertainty as to previous cargoes (often petroleum or 
tobacco), and higher Marine Insurance, and rates involving frequent 
surprising extras are calculated to disturb the necessary harmony be- 
tween the owner and the exporters. There is to be noted whether the 
storage rate includes fire insurance in the warehouse or whether the 
same is an extra item. Lastly, deal only with reliable parties who are 
known as such and having property within the jurisdiction of the 
United States, subject to our courts to compel fulfillments of contracts, 
and consult others in the trade as to their experience in these matters. 
See that the warehouse receipt is a plain binding negotiable instru- 
ment, and free of the extraordinary conditions and stipulations often 
imposed.

Sir : Your letter of 5th instant, relative to information desired for 
publication in your statistical work entitled "Fine Whisky Facts," 
has been received. 

In reply you are informed that a table of the different rates of taxa- 
tion that have prevailed on spirits since the creation of the present 
internal revenue system, giving the date of each enactment, will be 
found on page 384 of my report for the year ended June 30, 1891, a copy 
of which will be forwarded to your address. 

I would also say that there was no limitation as to the bonded period 
under the rate of 20 cents ; under the rate of 60 cents imposed by the 
act of March 7, 1864 ; and under the rates of $1.50 and $2.00. 

The act of July 1, 1862, provided that the duty on spirits stored in a 
bonded warehouse should be paid when and as it is sold or removed 
from such warehouse for sale. 

The act of June 30, 1864, provided that the duty should be paid 
before the spirits were removed from the distiller's warehouse, unless 
removed in pursuance of law. This act also provided that the spirits 
might be removed from the distiller's warehouse to another warehouse, 
from which they might be withdrawn after payment of the duty im- 
posed by law, or to be redistilled or exported. 

The act of July 13, 1866 while providing a more elaborate system of 
warehousing, did not limit the bonded period. 

Under the provisions of the act of July 20, 1868, which fixed the tax 
on spirits thereafter produced at 50 cents per gallon, the time in which 
such spirits might remain in bonded warehouses was fixed at one year 
from the date of the bond. This act also limited the time in which 
spirits then in warehouse should be withdrawn to within nine months 
after the passage of the act, and practically fixed the rate of tax to be 
paid on such spirits at 60 cents per proof gallon ; that is to say, at 50 
cents by the 1st section, and 10 cents additional by the 59th section 
of the act. 

Under the provisions of an act approved April 10,1869, the time 
within which spirits in bonded warehouse July 20, 1868, were required 
to be withdrawn, was extended until the 30th of June, 1869, but subject 
to an additional tax on each proof gallon deposited and bonded in 
warehouse, at the rate of one cent for each month after the 20th of 
April, 1869, and until withdrawn. 

All spirits produced under the 50 cent and 70 cent rates were allowed 
to remain in warehouse one year from the date of the warehousing 
bond, and all spirits produced under the 90 cent rate were required to 
be withdrawn within one year, until by joint resolution of March 28, 
1878, the time was extended to three years, which applied to spirits 
thereafter entered for deposit in warehouse, and, under certain condi- 
tions, to spirits covered by bond taken within one year prior to the 
passage of the resolution. 

Under the act of May 28, 1880, the time limit was also fixed at three 
years from the date of the warehousing bond. 

Under the act of March 3, 1877, a provision, applicable to grape 
brandy only, was passed fixing the time at three years from the date of 
the original gauge as the time in which such spirits might remain in 
bond, and by the provision of an act approved October 18, 1888, the 
privilege was extended to brandy distilled from apples or peaches.

" In the edition of ' Fine Whisky Facts,' issued under date 1st De- 
cember last, it was shown that during the twelve months ending June 
30, 1889, there were withdrawn from bond in the State of Kentucky of the 

Crop of 1885 , 2,117,461 gallons.

" A comparison of these figures shows the withdrawals of three- to 
four-year-old whiskies for the last fiscal year ending 30th June, 1891, 
were about 7,500,000 gallons less than the withdrawals of the same age 
whiskies for either of the two previous years, and the result of the small 
withdrawals the past season must be a vacuum of stocks in dealers' 
hands to a corresponding extent, so that the stock of 1889 whiskies rinds 
a market bare of withdrawals of previous crops, and consumption 
having no reserve stocks of 1888 and 1887 whiskies to supply it, must of 
necessity concentrate upon the supplies of 1889. 

" When the present cheapness of 1889 whiskies as compared with 
prices that have prevailed for 1888, 1887, and 1886 whiskies in the past 
two years is considered, inviting and encouraging consumption, and 
with the enormous consuming power of the country, the consequence 
of the bountiful crops of the past season, the consumption of this age 
of whisky must be beyond all precedent, and the small percentage of 
existing stocks that it may be found necessary to export, or to tax pay 
for aging purposes, can not be larger than should under any circum- 
stance be so held. The stocks of all ages prior to 1889 are so nearly ex- 
hausted a liberal supply of 1889's will be needed for aging purposes." 

The course of the market for 1889 whiskies during the past four to 
six months has more than borne out the favorable view of the situation 
expressed in the foregoing extracts. 

Consumption has been pressing, largely anticipating tax maturities, 
and is noAV not only taking stocks of 1889 whiskies at the scale of prices 
that prevailed in December last, but in nearly all instances at largely 
advanced prices, and the conclusion is irresistible, that the dearth of 
supplies of the inspections prior to 18S ( .> was much greater than was 
generally believed. 
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Force is added to the opinion that holders require the stocks of 1889 
for the needs of immediate consumption, by the very small volume of 
the exports of the 1889 crop. (The monthly exports are shown in state- 
ments on pages 35, 37, 39, 41, 43.)

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In considering the present situation, it may be concluded the trade 
have made up their minds, that through exportation they practically 
have all the advantages of an unlimited bonded period, minus the cost 
of exportation, and the buoyancy of the market may be attributed to the 
elimination from trade conditions of the enforced payment of taxes 
in advance of the needs of consumption, and whilst the stock of 1890's 
on 30th June, 1892, 22,879,932 gallons appears large, the same causes that 
have operated to absorb stocks of 1889's will continue in force to take 
off the supplies of 1890's, and even if a few million gallons are exported, 
or tax paid, and carried in dealers' stocks, they will be required for 
aging purposes at remunerative prices. 

Attention is called to the fact that whilst stocks on the 30th June,

The large. estimated production of the current season to 30th June, 

1892, 32,335,435 gallons may prove a blessing in disguise, as it will tend 
to restrain the market on a normal low basis, and keep prices of Ken- 
tucky Whiskies within the reach of a large volume of legitimate con- 
sumption. 

A standard Kentucky Whisky is the best and safest alcoholic bever- 
age in the world, and especially suited to the American climate in 
which a stimulant of its specific character is a necessity. Wherever it is 
once used it never loses its foothold, and if the Kentucky distiller will 
be satisfied with a legitimate manufacturing profit, and if dealers will 
be satisfied to place stocks before the trade at a scale of prices allowing 
a reasonable profit over carrying charges, and if speculation does not 
interfere to prevent, consumption of Kentucky Whiskies, encouraged 
by their merit and the cheapness at which they can be afforded, will 
greatly increase over the present large volume.

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REVIEW OF WHAT THE WHISKY TRADE AND 
DISTILLERS WANT. 

The list of reforms printed on preceding page is published herein 
for general information. 

The tax should be reduced to 50 cents, in order to provide the con- 
sumer an older, consequently healthier beverage, at the same cost of a 
raw and inferior article now consumed. 

The bonded period should be unlimited, because it is a correct 
principle that no tax should be collected until the article taxed is 
wanted for consumption ; and a government that is collecting a tax of 
90 cents a gallon on an article that costs 25 to oO cents a gallon to produce 
certainly can afford to wait for the tax until the article is wanted for 
actual consumption. 

It is one of the curiosities of modern legislation that an article 
that has paid into the National Treasury nearly fourteen hundred million 
dollars (see statement on page 132 of this book), should be the subject of 
such inimical legislation. 

Under the Internal Revenue Laws the payment of the tax on spirits 
is now enforced at the end of three years, whilst under the laws govern- 
ing the foreign trade of the country the owner can, at the expiration of 
the three years, export his spirits to a foreign country, hold it there as 
long as he pleases, bring it back after the expiration of any length of 
time, and no matter if half the quantity may have leaked out, pay the 
tax only on what is brought back, and is given the privilege of holding 
it three years after its return to this country in customs warehouses be- 
fore paying the tax ; not alone that, but the privilege of shipping it 
in bond to and from any point in the country where there is a custom 
house. 

The wisest men in the trade have for ten years past been urging 
that the "bonded period be made indefinite," and the whisky be per- 
mitted to remain quietly in the distillery bonded warehouses until 
wanted for consumption, instead of being shipped to foreign countries 
at great expense to the American owner, and to the great profit of 
foreign Steamship Companies and warehousemen. 

The time of the average American Congressman, however, is so much 
taken up with saving the country politically, he apparently has but 
little time to study what affects the material interests of the country, 
and will not take the trouble to investigate laws governing the trade in 
distilled spirits resting on incorrect foundation of principle, which in 
the last ten years have deliberately taken millions of dollars out of the 
pockets of American laborers to put it into the pockets of foreign 
laborers. 

If any thing goes wrong in Wall Street, Washington is excited, and 
the Secretary of the Treasury rushes to New York, seeking the advice 
of the leading minds as to what help the government can render, and 
the 6offers of the treasury are emptied to arrest disaster, but the great 
distilled spirits interest of the country, which has paid into the United 
States Treasury nearly fourteen hundred millions of dollars since the im- 
position of internal revenue taxes, and is now paying in excess of eighty 
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millions dollars taxes annually, has learned, after many fruitless efforts, it 
is almost useless to appeal to Congress for reforms in legislation, and to 
patiently suffer the burden of existing unwise and improper legislation 
that at times not only threatens but has frequently produced serious 
disaster. 

It seems positively absurd, and it is a reflection on the intelligence 
of the law makers of our country that for ten years past they should 
have witnessed the movement of spirits to and from Europe, not alone 
at a great expense to the owners but at a large loss of revenue to the 
government itself, without any effort on the part of Congress to so 
amend the laws that spirits could remain iu bond in our own country 
instead of in foreign countries. 

It would be an act of long deferred justice if Congress would, be- 
fore it adjourns, pass a bill making the bonded period indefinite. It is 
an absolute necessity not only for the development of the whisky inter- 
est of the country, but the greatest drawback that exists at this date to 
the development of the wine interests of the country is the limited 
bonded period which" is obsolete in every nation in the world, governed 
by intelligent men, but the United States. 

The privilege of bottling in bond would naturally follow an unlim- 
ited extension of the bonded period, and would be a great aid to our 
distillers in introducing their whiskies into foreign countries.

The maximum allowance for loss on casks or packages of less 
capacity than forty wine-gallons, and not less than twenty wine-gallons, 
is limited to one half the amount stated in the above table. No loss 
will be allowed on casks or packages of less capacity than twenty 
wine-gallons. 

It will be seen that where the logs of spirits while in warehouse 
does not exceed the statute limit, the tax is to be collected on the proof- 
gallons contents as shown by the regauge. 

Where the loss exceeds the statute limit the tax will be collected on 
the number of proof-gallons contents, as shown hy the original gauge, 
less only the loss allowed by law.
